"When you spread it out 
over a longer period of time, 
the results can be diluted," 
said Cowan.

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Input needed for social 
assistance review

All it takes is an injury or 
the loss of a job and anyone 
can find themselves needing 
social assistance and it’s time 
to see if these programs are 
working. 

The province has under¬ 
taken the task of reviewing 
Social Assistance in Ontario 
and its programs—Ontario 
Works (OW) and the Ontario 
Disability Support Program 
(ODSPj. 

Two commissioners for the 
review —Frances Lankin and 
Munir Sheikh — paid a visit 
to Niagara in the beginning of 
July. They spoke to various 
social service providers and 
with people who use social 
assistance. 

Mary Anne Feagan, a com¬ 
munity health worker and 
Rhonda Barron, health pro¬ 
moter for the Bridges 
Community Health Centre 
are asking for the communi¬ 
ty’s input as part of the 
province-wide review. 

A review of social assis¬ 
tance programs in Ontario is 
very much needed says 
Barron. The last examination 
of the social assistance sys¬ 
tem was 13 years ago. 

"We hope we can identify 
where all of the cracks are in 
the system, to see what's not 
working, and what is working 
and how to improve it.” 

The public meeting will be 
held on Aug. 5 from 9:30 a.m. 
until noon at the Bridges 
Community Health Centre 
on Garrison Road. The dis¬ 
cussion will ask questions 
about barriers to obtaining 
employment, issues with the 
benefits provided by OW and 
ODSP and whether or not the 
rules and regulations of the 


programs are understood by 
those who use it. 

Barron is taking an active 
role in interviewing people 
who use social assistance 
and gathering their experi¬ 
ences while using the pro¬ 
gram. The information from 
the public meeting in Fort 
Erie and a public meeting to 
be held in Port Colbome 
along with personal inter¬ 
views conducted by the 
health centre will be com¬ 
piled into a report and given 
to the commissioners for 
their examination to give 
their recommendations. 

The health workers say 
they hope to dispel stereo¬ 
types people may have about 
individuals using social assis¬ 
tance programs. 

"There is this stereotype 
that people on social assis¬ 
tance don’t want to work,” 
Feagan says. But, in most 
cases, she says many people 
want to work but have a diffi¬ 
cult time securing employ- 

“Lack of transportation is 
in an issue in Fort Erie which 
doesn't help the situation 

Feagan and Barron say 
they hope to see the benefits 
given in social assistance 
reviewed as well as the rules 
and regulations of the sys- 

As of December 2010, a 
single person on OW receives 
$592 and a single parent with 
one child receives $1,014 a 
month.

Every week it seems that a 
new issue arises in Town and 
the recent decision by coun¬ 
cil to hold an operational 
review is no different. 

I believe strongly the deci¬ 
sion to hold an operational 
review of the Corporation of 
the Town of Fort Erie to be a 
sound one. To best under¬ 
stand this issue, we should 
not approach it with partisan 
politics or emotional reac¬ 
tions but with good business 
sense and sound judgment. 

The review’s cost of 
$91,247 is a significant 
amount of money, there is 
no denying that. 

But as the old adage goes 
“you need to spend money 
to make money” or in this 
case, spend money to save 
money. 

How does this apparent 
contradiction work? 

Well it’s quite simple, the 
consultants will use their 
knowledge and expertise to 


help Town Staff and Council 
find ways to promote more 
efficient and effective service 
delivery at Town Hall. 

The savings found will be 
reinvested in us, the tax pay¬ 
ers, in the form of lower 
taxes or increased services. 
These annual savings don’t 
have to be massive to make 
this operational review a 
success. 

For example let’s say the 
results of the operational 
review will be useful for the 
next five years and that inter¬ 
est rates will average three 
per cent over that time (just 
an example). 

The Town simply needs to 
realize a cost savings greater 
than $91247 x 1.15= $104,934 
or a mere $21000 per year 
over five years. This is a sim¬ 
plistic example but it expos¬ 
es a major flaw in the 
naysayer’s arguments- the 
assumption that the entire 
cost needs to be recovered 
immediately or this review is 

The Town simply needs to 
save more money over time 


as a result of the review than 
it could make by investing 
the money in something 

It's like buying insulation 
for your house. 

You don't insulate with the 
expectation of saving the 
entire insulation cost off 
your next year’s heating bills. 

That’s just foolish. 

You do so with the certain¬ 
ty that over the course of 
time you will more than 
make your money back in 
the form of lower heating 
bills. 

The review works in exact¬ 
ly the same way. 

The Town invests some 
money now to get profes¬ 
sional advice and recom¬ 
mendations that, once 
implemented, will allow 
every taxpayer in Fort Erie to 
reap the rewards of lower 
taxes and better services 
now and into the future. 

It’s not rocket science, it's 
just common sense.

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Pickett plays the blues at Sanctuary for the Arts

It has been a passion 
growing inside of him from 
the very first time he picked 
up a harmonica when he was 
just 13 years-old. 

Michael Pickett, a singer, 
songwriter and two-time 
Juno nominee, set up his gui¬ 
tars and played an intimate 
show to a crowd at the 
Sanctuary for the Arts in 
Ridgeway recently with pro¬ 
ceeds going to COPE and the 
Fort Erie Arts Council. 

Sounds of blues, a deep 
voice and a rich-sounding 
guitar made for an amazing 
musical experience unlike 


any other. 

“He’s really been a musi¬ 
cian all his life,” says his wife 
Louise Pickett. 

“Mike’s a song writer — he 
doesn’t regurgitate “old 
blues.” His music is com¬ 
pelling, jaw-dropping at 
times and you can get so 
deep into it, you’ll feel like a 
fly on the wall.’’ 

She says his inspiration for 
blues came from listening to 
old favourites such as Sonny 
Terry and Brownie McGee 
and he uses these inspira¬ 
tions to develop his own 
original and personal pieces. 

“He didn’t understand the 
music, but he fell in love and 
he has been that way ever 


Watching the blues musi¬ 
cian begin to set up his stage 
is an interesting experience 
because he takes small 
details very seriously. From 
the way his guitar stand is 
positioned, to his chair, to 
the way his guitar cases are 
displayed. 

"He’s very focused at what 
he does, and it is for a pur- 

His guitar cases are filled 
with stickers from every 
place the musician has trav¬ 
elled From London, to 
places in the coast and ail 
over Canada. 

"They are there to tell a 
story—those guitars travel 


with me wherever I go and 
they just tell what happened 
and where I’ve played." 

Pickett says he enjoys 
playing music, but he says he 
doesn't fully understand the 
art of music. He says there 
are many different sounds, 
and feelings it can evoke. 

“I know music is beyond 
my understanding —it's part 
of the human condition, of 
every race of humanity and 
everyone makes music. I 
can’t fully understand that.” 

The musician says he 
plays music just because, 
and if someone happens to 
enjoy it, Pickett appreciates 
that. 

His shows are what may be 



deemed as unconventional 
because he doesn’t play a 
song that is three minutes 
and 30 seconds long. He 
doesn’t always have what he 
calls a “hook” and what he 
plays is not something that 
would be heard on top 40 
radio stations. 

What Pickett does is very 
personal to him, playing and 
talking to the audience. 
During his performance, he 
is never quite sure how long 
his sets will be, or what 
exaedy he will play—it’s dif¬ 
ferent every time. 

During his time on stage, 
Pickett says he likes to listen 
to the music he is playing

Town gets slots 


revenues 

The Town of Fort Erie 
received $354,123 as pay¬ 
ment for the first-quarter 
share of slots revenue from 
April to June 2011 for host¬ 
ing the OLG Slots at the Fort 
Erie Racetrack. 

The OLG Slots opened at 
the racetrack on Sept. 9, 
1999 and has attracted 
more than 14.9 million visi- 

To date. Fort Erie has 
received more than $32.8 
million in non-tax gaming 
revenue. 

These quarterly pay¬ 
ments follow the govern¬ 
ment fiscal year which runs 
from April to March. 

OLG has issued more 
than $18.4 million in first- 
quarter non-tax gaming 
revenue payments to 23 


municipalities that host its 
casinos and slots. OLG has 
distributed $778.1 million 
among these municipali¬ 
ties, including Fort Erie. 

The municipality receives 
five per cent of the gaming 
facility’s gross slot machine 
revenue from the first 450 
slot machines and two per 
cent from any additional 
machines after that. 

Over the next year, the 
province will give $120 mil¬ 
lion in gaming revenue to 
support charities through 
the Ontario Trillium 
Foundation. 

An estimated $41 million 
of the gaming revenue will 
be given to program 
research for the treatment 
and prevention of gambling 
addiction.
